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N. C. A. Role in Civil Defense 
Test of Canned Foods Cited 


President George B. Morrill, Jr., 
again stressed the methods by which 
the N. C. A. keeps the government and 
the public constantly aware of the 
importance and essentiality of canned 
foods, when he spoke March 31 at 
Long Beach, Calif., before a special 
gathering of Southern California can- 
ners. Mr. Morrill presented substan- 
tially the same message he had de- 
livered last week to the Utah Can- 
ners Association (see INFORMATION 
Lerrer of March 26, page 163). 

In citing the recognition by govern- 
ment of the authority and professional 
integrity of the Association, he re- 
ferred once more to the current pro- 
gram in which the Federal Civil De- 
fense Administration has called on the 
Association to handle tests of the 
safety and adequacy of canned foods 
under conditions of atomic explosion. 
In his comment on this subject Mr. 
Morrill reviewed the joint planning 
that has been underway for several 
months by a committee consisting of 
representatives of N.C.A., the Can 
Manufacturers Institute and the Glass 
Container Manufacturers Institute, 
all leading to the actual tests to be 
carried out shortly at the Nevada 
test site during the current series of 
nuclear tests, 

“In the pre-atomic World War II 
bombings of European cities, canned 
foods frequently became the only 
source of food and drink for unevacu- 
ated populations whose public utilities 
(power and refrigeration) and dis- 
tribution systems had been disrupted,” 
said Mr. Morrill, “In recent years, 
laboratory findings have attested the 
protective values of canned foods and 
their containers under conditions of 
atomic, biological and chemical war- 
fare, and civil defense literature rec- 
ommends their use for emergency 
feeding. The canned foods tests now 
planned will be the first ever con- 
ducted under an actual atomic ex- 
plosion situation and would lead to 
findings not possible under laboratory 
conditions.” 

The value of the experiments, said 
Mr, Morrill, will be to determine

farmers a greater appreciation of the mutual interests of the canners 


and the farmers. 


Mr. Shuman is a farm organization 
man of considerable experience, and 
is himself an important Illinois stock 
and grain farmer. He was born on a 
farm near Sullivan, III., and attended 
rural school in that neighborhood be- 
fore graduating from Sullivan High 
School in 1924. In 1928 he graduated 
with honors from the University of 
Illinois College of Agriculture and in 
1929 earned his master’s degree in 
agronomy at the state university. His 
minor was agricultural economics. 

After college Mr. Shuman operated 
his father’s 456-acre farm for a time,

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USDA Appropriations 


A specific appropriation of $1,000,- 
000 for a price spread study and an 
appropriation of $15,000,000 over 
budget requests for the school lunch 
program were among the items in- 
cluded in House passage on March 28 
of the Department of Agriculture ap- 
propriations bill for the year starting 
July 1. The bill will be subject to 
Senate Appropriations Committee 
hearings in a week or so, 

In authorizing the Agricultural 
Marketing Service to spend 510, 
981,000 this coming year in marketing 
research and agricultural estimates, 
the bill states that not less than $1,- 
000,000 shall be available to gather 
statistics and conduct a special study 
on the price spread between the 
farm and the consumer. The tran- 
script of the hearings held by the 
House Committee on Agriculture 
showed considerable interest on the 
part of the Committee in an apparent 
increase in the spread between what 
the farmer receives for agricultural 
products and the price paid by the 
consumer at the retail level. 

Information supplied the Committee 
by the USDA indicated that the so- 
called “farmer’s share” of the con- 
sumer’s food dollar had lowered from 
52 percent in 1946 to 43 percent in 
1954. The low point, according to 
USDA figures, was in June of 1932

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N. C. A. Furnishes Trade Press 
Picture Story on Nuclear Tests 


A photo press release picturing and 
describing the preparation of canned 
and glass packed food samples for 
the nuclear tests at the Nevada prov- 
ing grounds this month was prepared 
and distributed March 29 to canning 
industry trade journals. 


A Technical Operating Group has 
been at work on the physical prepara- 
tion of the samples since early in the 
year. Their first job was the assem- 
bly, in a Government Services Ad- 
ministration warehouse in Los An- 
geles, of the 25,000 samples supplied 
for the test by 153 members of the 
N.C.A. About 60 different canned 
foods items in various size packages 
are represented, 


Photos accompanying the release il- 
lustrate the assembly, pre-testing 
and coding of these samples, a job 
that occupied several weeks prior to 
their transfer to Nevada. 


The nuclear test project is being 
conducted jointly by the N.C.A., Can 
Manufacturers Institute and Glass 
Container Manufacturers Institute, 
and each organization is represented 
in the personnel of the Technical 
Operating Group. 

The first photo showed the five mem- 
bers of the Group—J. M. Reed and 
Charles Collier of N.C.A.; John Sharf 
of G. C. M. I.; and E. R. McConnell 
and George Sampson of C. M. I., with 
an assembled lot of samples of cans 
and jars that had been coded for the 
general tests to permit post-blast iden- 
tification of results at different dis- 
tances from ground zero, under dif- 
ferent exposure conditions (such as 
on the surface or buried, indoors or 
outdoors). Certain other samples 
were shown coded to enable later 
measure of extent of container dam- 
age, spoilage, fall-out effects, nutrient 
retention, and other factors. 


Another view showed the construc- 
tion of slat-racks to hold the nutrition 
samples, built in single rows so that 
no container shields another, ensur- 
ing that each container will receive 
the same exposure to the blast. Other 
views pictured tap-testing of glass 
jars to check their uniform initial 
vacuum, and the checking of initial 
vacuum in cans by the flip-test.

The value of these tests will be 
fully realized when it can be demon- 
strated by publicity that canned foods 
are safe under conditions of atomic 
explosion. On the publicity side also 
full-team participation has been ar- 
ranged for through the designation of 
specially assigned staff men repre- 
senting N.C.A., C. M. I. and G. C. M. I., 
since the protection of food that is 
provided by the metal and glass con- 
tainers represents an important part 
of the findings. These men will be 
on the scene in Nevada working with 
the press section of FCDA: Nelson H. 
Budd, N.C.A.; H. Ferris White, 
C. M. I.; and Mr. Kuni, G. C. M. I.

whether canned foods in tin and glass 
can be used safely under such extreme 
emergency. 

The 25,000 various-sized tin and 
glass packages of foods will be ex- 
posed under conditions representative 
of normal handling in storage and 
use in the home and in emergency 
shelters. Exposures will be made at 
various distances from the blast. An 
extensive program of post-explosion 
testing of the effects on foods, includ- 
ing feeding tests, will be conducted 
to determine whether adverse changes 
are produced either immediately by 
the blasts, or in storage. 

“The canning industry looks upon 
this project as a constructive oppor- 
tunity to contribute to national de- 
fense,” said Mr. Morrill. 

Press and radio-TV releases on Mr. 
Morrill’s Long Beach speech were pre- 
pared by the Information Division 
and mailed to 165 California news- 
papers and 186 radio-TV stations, as 
well as to the national and state 
branches of the wire services, and 
the canning trade journals. 

This was Mr. Morrill’s third public 
appearance on the present Western 
tour. After Salt Lake City, he and 


Secretary Carlos Campbell partici- 
pated in the annual meeting of the 
Canners League of California, at 
Santa Barbara, March 28-29. 


Food Distribution Research 


Research to develop better methods 
and facilities for the handling of meat, 
produce, groceries, and frozen foods, 
in order to increase the efficiency of 
food marketing, was recommended by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture’s 
Food Distribution Research and Mar- 
keting Advisory Committee at its 
meeting in Washington March 23-25. 


Prevention of spoilage and deterio- 
ration in quality of foods was recom- 
mended to the Department as an im- 
portant means of increasing effi- 
ciency of distribution, especially for 
fresh produce. 

This committee was named last fall 
by Secretary Benson, under authority 
of the Research and Marketing Act of 
1946, to review research, service, and 
educational work conducted by the De- 
partment under this legislation. Rep- 
resenting a cross section of the food- 
marketing industry, the committee 
counseled USDA agencies on prospec- 
tive research and related activities 
pertaining to movement of food prod- 
— through wholesale and retail out- 
ets. 


Among its recommendations, the 
advisory group listed the following 
subjects for early consideration in 
new or expanded research: 

(a) Improved handling practices 
and facilities for meat operations in 
warehouse and branch plants; 

(b) Improved wholesale and retail

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Status of Legislation 


The Senate and the House will be 
in recess April 4-13. 


Trade Agreements Act—H,. R. 1 
was passed by House Feb. 18. Senate 
Finance Committee concluded hear- 
ings March 28, and this week ques- 
tioned State Dept. officials on pro- 
visions of the new General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade. Committee 
meets again April 13. 


Antitrust penalties—H. R. 3659, to 
increase maximum penalties under 
the Sherman Act from $5,000 to $50,- 
000, was passed by House March 29 
and sent to Senate. House rejected all 
amendments, including several offered 
by Rep. Patman (Tex.) to increase 
penalties further. 


Statehood—H. R. 2535, providing 
statehood for both Alaska and Hawaii, 
was reported by House Interior and 
Insular Affairs Committee March 3. 
House Rules Committee will resume 
consideration of a rule following the 
Easter recess. 


Reorganization Act—H. R. 2576, ex- 
tending from April 1, 1955, to June 1 
1957, authority of the President to 
reorganize the executive departments 
and agencies of the federal govern- 
ment through “reorganization plans” 
subject to disapproval by either house 
of Congress, was signed by the Presi- 
dent March 25 and is P. L. 16, 84th 
Congress. 


USDA appropriations— H. R. 5239, 
making appropriations for the USDA 
for fiscal 1956, was passed by House 
March 28 and sent to Senate. 


Minimum wage—No Administration 
= introduced. No hearings sched- 
uled.

when the farmer's return was 29 per- 
cent. 


Although the budget for the USDA 
as submitted carried no estimate for 
the purchase and distribution of foods 
for the school lunch program under 
Section 6 of the School Lunch Act, 
the House approved the Appropria- 
tions Committee recommendation and 
voted approximately $15,000,000 for 
such purchases making the total 
school lunch fund a little over $83,- 
000,000. Section 6 funds were used 
last year to buy canned grapefruit, 
peaches, peas, tomatoes and tomato 
paste. Section 6 funds also have been 
used during the last year to buy apri- 
cots, dried beans, orange juice con- 
centrate and peanut butter. 
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
